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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The amendment to claim 1 will be entered. The 
amendment to claim 1 moves the limitations of claim 8 into claim 1. The amendment does not overcome the rejection over Wu et al. in view 
of Shaffer in view of Cole et al. and in view of deGroot et al. As set forth in the rejection, Wu shows a test comparing the variances of 
replicate measurements between groups, reading on the comparisons of residuals of measurements between groups. Applicant argument 
that the claim requires a T-test between residuals is not persuasive. The claims do not recite a limitation in which a T-test is preformed on 
residuals. Rather the claim recites "a test" in which residuals are compared. Giving the claims the broadest reasonable interpretation, the 
phrase "a test" is interpreted to be "any test". Thus the teaching in Wu et al. of an F-test for comparing variances between groups meets the 
limitation of the claims. The rejection of claims 1, 3-6, 9, and 11-13 maintained. The rejection of claim 8 is withdrawn in view of its 
cancellation. The rejection of claim 7 as unpatentable over Wu et al. in view of Shaffer in view of Cole et al. and in view of deGroot et al. 
and in further view of Jensen et al. is maintained. 
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
